Aeronautics  Chart 

Specifications  for  the  new  aeronautics  chart  for  Mon- 
tona  have  been  prepared  and  Mr.  Prommell  of  the  leppesen 
Company  of  Denver.  Colorado,  has  been  scheduled  to  meet 
with  the  commission.  It  is  requested  that  the  commission 
consider  formal  approval  of  the  specifications  for  the  chart 
following  which  the  speciflcallons  will  be  submitted  to  the 
State  Purchasing  Agent  requesting  that  bids  be  accepted 
for  the  production  of  the  chart.  Mr.  Prommell  is  meeting 
with  ^e  commission  at  the  suggestion  of  the  director  in 
event  that  any  of  the  commission  members  may  desire  to 
obtain  detail  information  on  the  mechanics  of  the  mop  pro- 
duction. 

Billings  Airport  Pioiect 

Mr.  Lowe  of  the  Billings  Airport  Board  has  contacted 
the  d^ector  requesting  that  he  attend  on  airport  meeting 
scheduled  to  be  held  in  Billings  on  April  20th  ^ which  time 
consideration  will  be  given  to  the  matter  of  an  airport  pro- 
ject at  Billings  involving  the  extension  of  an  east-west  run- 
way. It  is  planned  to  continue  the  effort  to  obtain  Federal 
funds  to  match  the  funds  raised  in  Billings  by  bond  issue 
for  the  runway, 

U.  S.  Forest  Service  Smoke  lumpers  School 

The  director  visited  vrtih  Forest  Service  officials  in  Mis- 
soula and  wos  shown  through  the  new  Forest  School  on  the 
Missoula  County  Airport.  The  developments  on  the  air- 
port Include  a warehouse,  a parachute  packing  loft  and 
operations  office  together  with  borrocks  for  smoke  Jumpers. 
This  project  Is  nearing  completion  and  the  Forest  Service 
is  planning  on  a dedication  ceremony  some  time  during 
the  summer.  The  director  advised  that  the  commission  would 
be  glad  to  assist  on  the  program  and  tentative  plans  vrtll  in- 
clude a demonstration  by  smoke  jumpers  together  with 
speakers  from  Washington  and  the  Forest  Service  will  invite 
aviation  people  from  all  over  Montana  to  attend  the  cere- 
mony. 

University  Business  Administrotion  School 
Sponsors  Doolittle 

The  director  recently  met  with  Mr.  Ted  Smith,  Dean  of 
the  Business  Administration  School  at  the  University  at 
which  time  Mr.  Smith  roquesled  that  the  director  assist  him 
In  the  planning  of  a visit  by  Jimmie  Doollllle  to  a Business 
Administrotion  function  In  Missoula  on  May  lllh.  A letter 
was  written  to  General  Doolittle  outlining  aviation  activities 
in  Montana  which  would  be  desirable  lo  use  lor  preparation 
of  a talk  which  the  General  vrtll  give  to  the  guests  of  the 
University  Business  Administration  School  at  a banquet. 
Dem  Smith  has  written  a letter  to  each  of  the  commission 
members  inviting  them  lo  attend  this  function,  facilities  for 
which  are  limlled  and  it  is  suggested  that  any  commission 
member  desiring  lo  attend  get  there  early  so  that  they  may 
have  a seat.

Information  has  been  received  by  the  office  of  the  com- 
mission to  the  effect  that  the  Examiner  for  the  CAB  has  rec- 
ommend^ to  the  Board  that  airline  service  be  given  to 
several  towns  in  eastern  Montana  by  the  extension-of  Fron- 
tier Airlines  from  Billings  to  Miles  City,  Glendive.  Sidney, 
Wolf  Point  and  lo  several  towns  in  North  Dakota  Including 
WlUlston.  Dickinson  and  Bismarck.  All  of  the  towns  in 
eastern  Montana  are  going  together  to  support  their  request 
to  Include  further  service  lo  additional  towns  in  Montana 
Including  Glasgow.

BILLINGS  AIRPORT  DEVELOPMENT 

The  BlUings  Airport  Boa^  and  Aviation  Committee  of 
the  Commercial  Club  met  with  CAA  oHiclals  (rom  Los 
Angeles  In  Billings  of  April  20lh  for  the  purpose  of  review- 
ing plans  for  the  construction  of  an  8,000  foot  runway  on  the 
Billings  airport. 

The  dty  of  Billings  has  passed  a bond  issue  approving 
the  funds  necessary  lo  match  Federal  funds  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a new  runway  which  v/lll  accommodate  the  large 
oireratl  now  being  us<^  In  trunk  line  operations. 

This  project  is  port  of  the  proposed  airline  pattern  for 
Montana  which  includes  the  development  of  two  large  air 
terminals  to  serve  airline  operations.  These  terminals  will 
be  located  at  Billings  and  Great  Falls,  Montana.
